REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Oakland: 

In  accordance  with  custom,  and  in  obedience  to  the  Statute,  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  condition  of  our  schools  for  the  municipal  year 
ending  Fabruary  20,  1892,  is  most  respectfully  submitted. 

It  is  almost  needless  to  mention  that  the  winter  schools  have  been 
badly  interrupted  by  sickness,  and  in  a  number  of  cases  the  term  cut 
short. 

VILLAGE  SCHOOLS. 

These  schools,  except  the  upper  and  lower  primary,  have  been  under 
the  same  instructors  as  at  the  close  of  last  year.  The  former,  for  the 
three  terms,  has  been  taught  by  Myra  L.  Wells,  a  graduate  of  Farm- 
ington  Normal,  School,  and  a  teacher  of  marked  ability.  Nora  B. 
Greeley,  Oakland  High  School,  class  of  '89,  has  had  charge  of  the  lower 
primary,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  Both  of  these  teachers 
have  done  thorough  and  systematic  work.  Many  original  methods 
used  by  them  were  noticed  with  approval. 

Miss  Crowell  has  been  retained  as  teacher  of  the  intermediate  de- 
partment. One  more  study  was  added  to  the  course  in  this  school,  dur- 
ing the  fall  term  :  "Practical  Lessons  in  the  use  of  English,"  by  Mary  F. 
Hyde. 

Miss  Libby,  as  principal  of  the  Grammar  School,  has  worked  hard  to 
place  this  school  where  it  belongs,  on  a  higher  plane,  and  to  this  end  a 
complete  course  of  study  has  been  prepared  that  is  proving  a  success. 
No  pupil  is  allowed  to  retain  his  position  in  the  class  whose  average 
rank  is  less  than  seventy  per  cent.  The  fact,  deplorable  as  it  is,  that 
so  many  of  our  children  end  their  school  days  in  this  grade,  makes  it  an 
important  school. 

FREE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 
This  school  has  been  under  the  management  of  J.  H.  Blachard,  prin- 
cipal, and  Miss  W.  B.  Ladd,  assistant,  for  the  entire  school  year.  At 
the  close  of   the  present  term  there  will  have  been  thirty-two  weeks. 
Sickness  necessitated  an  interim  of  four  weeks.    An  English  and  clas- 
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sical  course  has  been  arranged  for  this  school  and  there  is  a  good  pros- 
pect of  better  classification  in  the  near  future.  A  commendable  degree 
of  interest  has  been  noticed  in  the  work  of  the  year,  both  on  the  part  of 
the  teachers  and  pupils. 

RURAL  SCHOOLS. 

It  was  my  intention  to  devote  a  section  of  this  report  to  the  methods 
and  work  of  the  ungraded  schools.  Reflection  has  revealed  the  inexpe- 
diency of  such  a  course.  It  is  as  unjust  as  it  is  unwise,  to  select  any 
school  for  commmendation  or  reproof.  It  is  impossible  to  give  detailed 
statements  of  the  condition  of  each  school  in  a  general  report.  Suffice 
to  sa}^,  that  in  my  opinion,  good  work  has  been  accomplished.  Most  of 
the  teachers  came  to  their  work  with  experience.  What  changes  have 
been  made  were  deemed  for  the  welfare  of  the  schools  at  large.  A  table 
of  statistics  is  hereto  appended. 

SCHOOL  BOOKS. 

To  one  who  knew  nothing  about  our  supply  of  text  books  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year,  the  amount  expended  under  this  head  may  seem 
large.  Pupils  must  have  books  if  they  are  to  accomplish  much  in  the 
schoolroom,  and  only  the  requisite  number  for  efficient  ivork  has  been 
procured.  The  old  Bradbury  Eaton  arithmetic  has  been  exchanged  for 
Greenleaf's  New  Series,  with  but  a  slight  expense  above  what  the  cost 
of  enough  of  the  former  to  supply  the  schools  would  have  been.  At- 
tention has  been  called  in  each  school  and  emphasized  by  the  teachers? 
to  the  law  regarding  the  care  of  books  furnished  by  the  town. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

It  seems  the  part  of  true  economy,  that  the  necessary  repairs  on  our 
school  buildings  be  made  as  they  are  needed,  on  the  pi'inciple  that  "a 
stitch  in  time  saves  nine."  To  defer  the  matter  until  the  foundations 
are  out  of  place,  causing  the  plastering  to  fall  off — or  until  the  class  in 
astronomy  can  take  observations  without  leaving  their  seats — in  my  opin- 
ion is  not  economy.  The  labor  of  a  mason  was  employed  in  nine  out  of 
our  twelve  schoolrooms,  before  they  were  fit  for  use.  Three  of  the 
houses  have  been  shingled;  four  painted  outside,  a/id  general  repairs 
made  within  or  about  every  school  house  in  town.  Extensive  repairs 
are  needed  on  the  interior  of  the  High  School  building.  The  G.  A.  R. 
Post  has  very  kindly  presented  a  flag  to  the  schools  in  the  village  to  be 
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placed  on  this  building  and  it  only  remains  for  the  citizens  to  bear  the 
expense  of  properly  placing  it. 

Prior  to  1885  this  town  annually  received  from  Fairfield  tuition  for 
their  children  attending  our  school  at  Oakland  Heights.  For  the  past 
five  years  our  books  show  nothing  paid  on  this  account.  Am  pleased 
however,  to  report  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  whole  affair,  whereby 
Fairfield  shares  with  us  her  proportionate  part  of  the  expenses  attend- 
ing this  school. 

It  was  a  step  in  advance  when  you  voted  to  build  the  school  house  to 
accommodate  the  scholars  from  the  Thayer  and  Holmes  districts;  but  if 
we  are  to  compare  at  all  favorably  with  other  towns,  we  must  continue 
to  be'  alive  to  the  interest  of  the  schools,  liberal  in  our  appropriations, 
yet  economical  in  the  expenditures.
